
ALLAX-A-DALE WINS AGAIN 

Althongb yeeterday wae an oS day at 
WaabingtoD Park and no stake races or handi- 
caps were offered by tbe clnb, there was, never- 
theless a large and enthnsiastic gathering on 
hand, What tbe card lacked in quality was 
balanced by some keenly exciting contests, the 
finishes in tbe third, fourth and sixth races 
being of the hair raising order. 

T. C. McDowell's handscme colt Allan-a-Dale 
made his second appearance at the track, and 
performed probably more impressively than 
when he beat Berodiade. There was a strong 
whisper ont oa Helen Print about soma sensa- 
tional workouts, but tbe big son of Halma fairly 
breezed away from her and won as ho pleased. 
Just before turning into the stretch, Pentecost, 
who lay within two lengths of tbe winner, 
crossed his legs and went down in a heap, 
throwing Winkfield heavily. The jockey wae 
not hurt and was able to ride out the rest of hie 
mounts for the day. 

Miss Bennett made her first appearance in a 
long time and was well liked by a number of 
shrewd horsemen. She had all her old time 
speed, but wabbled badly in tbe last eighth, 
allowing leia to pass her easily and win hands 
down. Bnllman gave Isia clever handling, 
dodging the early scorching and making his run 
at exactly tbe right time. Tbe three-quarters 
wae run in 1 :13— a creditable performance. 

George Arnold one of the best sprinters in the 
west, was thought to have things his own way 
in tbe third race, a darh of seven and one-half 
furlongs, but after being carried at a smacking 
clip by Yellow Tail for three-quarters, had just 
enough left to cutgame Vulcain by a head in a 
clash from the'eixteenth pole to the wire. Bull- 1 
man’s masterly finisb'saved him. | 

Jiminez, conceding weight to everything in 
tbe second race, bad little trouble scoring hie 
second victory of the week, Tom Embry ac- 
companied him for three-quarters, when Bull- 
^an urged him slightly and be came away, win- 
ning easily by two lengths from Searcher, who 
outlasted the closing Omdnrman a neck for the 
place. 

Scotch Plaid, Leo Newell and Knigbtbanneret 
fought out the last race in a sensational tilt in 
the last sixteenth, finishing heads apart in the 
order named. Knigbtbanneret ran a strikingly 
improved race, and after trailing hie field 
finished down the last quarter with a tre- 
mendous rush. He would have won in a stride 
or so more. 

HABLEM INJl'NCTION DISSOLVED. 

Jndge Stein yesterday afternoon dissolved the 
injunction against tbe Harlem race track on 
tbe ground that the cause set up by the com- 
plainants wae not adequate and besides was un- 
supported by suflScient proof. 

Tbe court held that writs of injunction should 
not issue except in cases of extreme necessity, 
and no such necessity existed in this instance. 

The bill, tbe Court said, showed no proof that 
tbe Sheriff was unable to enforce the law at the 
race track, and the injunction, therefore, should 
be dissolved. 

Tbe State at once took an appeal. 

Judge Stein’s decision will be received with 
more than general satisfaction by those inter- 
ested in racing because of the local belief that 
the temporary injunction was procured by 
veiled but hostile foreign influences. This was 
charged in open court and strenuously denied 
and may not be true, but it is nevertbelese thor- 
oughly believed in by many.

Tbe entire racing stable of C. Littlefield, Jr., 






sale in the Fasig-Tipton Company paddocks at 
Sheepsbead Bay Wednesday, There was a large ? 
crowd present and the bidding was fast and 
furious. The star of the sale was the three- 
year-old Water Color, by Watercress— Sabrina, 
whose performances of late have entitled him 
to rank as one of the leaders in the three-year- 
old division. Hie appearance in the ring was 
greeted with loud applause. Tom Walsh bid 
$10,000. It was raised quickly to $12,000 by 
Peter Labouisse and then Frank Clarke, the 
superintendent of the Sheepsbead Bay track, 
raised it. iHe was bidding for William P. 
Thompson, well known as one of tbe owners of 
L’Alonette, Gibraltar, The Huguenot and other 
good ones, who is about to re-enter tbe racing 
game and wanted to start with Water Color. 

Then Davy Johnson, the well-known plunger, 
stepped into tbe fray and it was between John- 
son and Clark up to $21,000, when tbe latter 
quit. His place was instantly taken by Tom 
Welch and the two raised to $23,000, at which 
amount the colt was knocked down to Johnson. 
Several other purchases were made by Johnson 
and it is said that the horses were bought for 
William A. Clark, Jr., son of the well-known 
Senator of that name, who is about to go into 
racing. The two-year-old Gold Seeker brought 
out a duel between Joe Haymau and Sydney 
Paget, with tbe latter a winner by a bid of $12,- 
500. The four-year-old gelding Water Cure 
which ran second to Alcedo in tbe Suburban 
Handicap was knocked down to Green B. Mor- 
ris for $11,000.
